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If you make a Jeft of Foreign Invafions, 
and think them of no confequence in gene- 
ral, you are no People for me to talk to, 
nonorfor any body elfe to talk to neither ; 
and fuch People need no other Anfwer, 
than to defire them to ftate the Cafe to 
themfelves, if they know how, of what had 
been the Cafe in Scotland, if fo be theFrencb, 
contemptible asthey were, bad landed their 
Forces at Leith as they defign’d. 1 thall 
not enter here into a long Inquiry about 
Pajticulars, what Mifchief they would have 
done, who would or would not have joyn’d 
them 3 it: is but too obvious they had a 
Party. to joya them, and who would have 
put their Hands forwardly enough to the 
Ruin of their Native Country. 

I bave ‘taken pains enough to convince 
theNation of their Miltakes about the Kirk- 
Party joyting them ; and have fhown you, 
I bope effe@ually, That the Clamour of thac
